The Law Protecting Literary and Artistic

Beriin, April 19.— [Copyright, 1887, by 
James Gordon Bennett. |—Among the various

It may be there is a desperate conflict before 
the Inter-State Commission. Having shown 
its determination to enforce the new law fair- 
ly but resolutely, the railroads may unite in 
an effort to break the commission down. 
Such was the policy followed in England after 
the creation of the British commission. The 
railroad carriers in Great Britain presented 
a solid front and used évery instrumentality 
to disparage the law and weaken the confi- 
dence of the public in the commission, but 
they failed ingloriously, and at the present 
time a proposition ise under consideration to 
make the British tribunal a court of the high- 
est clase, with its members holding for life. 
The British commission withstood every as- 
sault of the corporations. If the same policy 
is to be followed in the United States and the 
railroads are to unite in attempting to per- 
vert the law and break down the commission, 
Judge Cooley and his associates need oniy 
adhere to the course they have outlined to be 


sure of ultimate victory. They need not fear 


the attack of the corporations, nor the mis- 
representations of newspapers of a certain 
class, nor the outcries of shippers deprived 
of unjust rebates. A commission which dis- 
plays the proper spirit and jealously guards 
the law from distortion and abuse wili com- 
mand the overwhelming support of the peo-

WHAT WILL THE COMMITTEE DO? 

It is understood that the Special Drainage 
Committee of the General Assembly will 
agree upon some sort of a report concerning 
the Hurd and Winston bills at ite meeting in 
Springfield this evening. The committee is 
not to blame for not having reached a con- 
clusion before this. The bewildering argu- 
ments addressed to the members by half 
educated, selfish, and malignant persons 
against the scheme proposed by the two bills 
would have confused any committee of civil 
engineers in the world. Gradually, however, 
the situation has cleared, and the purpose of 
the Joliet objectors has been iaid bare. They 
want to enrich themselves at the expense of 
the taxpayers of the proposed drainage dis- 
trict. 

One of the amendments offered by them 

that the Drainage Commission shall 
have no authority to impose any special 
“ assessment, tax, or other burden upon any 
“property lying and being outside of the 
“drainage district for the construction. 
“maintaining, or expense of any system, 
“undertaking, or work {in connection with 
“the drainage scheme], or for any purpose 
“whatever.” On the heels of thus follows 
another, drawn up by the attorneys of the 
malcontents, providing that “power and 
„authority to “lease or control“ the water- 
power to be created by the plan of drainage 
shall be subject to “all existing rights and 
privileges of water-power held and enjoyed 
“by any and all persons and corporations, 
“as lessees, Owners, or otherwise.” In 
other words, the present “lessees or owners” 
of water-power below Lockport seek to 
have that power enormously increased at the 
expense of Chicago. They must be carefuliy 
protected at the same time against the ex- 
penditure of a dime. These persons have 
pretended to speak in the name of the people 
of Joliet, who are not in the least interested 
It is only the “persons and corporations” 
interested as “lessees, owners, or otherwise 
who seek to make the grab. 

The whole subject should be dealt with in 
a generous and liberal spirit. The people of 
Chicago want to do what is fair in this mat- 
ter. They desire to act in good faith and in 
the spiritof previous enactments. In 1865 
this city contracted with the State to deepen 
and widen the canal through what was 
known as the Summit division and to send a

poses as well as to dilute the sewage of the 
entire district. ‘This city faithfully carried 
out its pledge. No one could then foresee 
the future growth of Chicago. The capacity 
of the canal and the flow of water 
through it became insufficient for dilution,

same. In accordance with the report of the 
expert engineers and the views of the State 
Board of Health it will contract to construct 
and maintain a channel from Chicago to 


“Joliet having a capacity of “not less than 


418,000 cubic feet of water per minute for each 
+ 100,000 people who drain into such channel.” 
It prefers this amendment to the one pro- 
posed by the Joliet malcontents for the very 
good reason that the dimensions must be 
left to the engineers. And it must be borne 
in mind that while we are willing to dilute at 
the rate of 18,000 cubic feet per minute for 
each 100,000 inhabitants we are fully informed 
that all the sanitary experts of America and 
Europe maintain that 9,000 feet per minute to 
the 100,000 inhabitants is quite sufficient. 

The people who ask for the creation of this 
new drainage district cannot afford to take it 
if the condition of having it is that they are 
to be saddled with a crushing debt. But on 
tair terms, and with due regard to the rights 
and interests of all the people of the State, 
the inhabitants of the drainage district, em- 
bracing almost one-fourth of the whole popu- 
lation, may properly ask that their wants be 
supplied in a generous and just spirit. 


CAN SAM RANDALL BE SUPPRESSED! 

It seems that the periodic Demevratic out- 
burst against Sam Randall is manifested 
even in Philadelphia on the present occa- 
sion. The Young Democratic battalion held 
a spirited meeting the other evening and dis- 
cussed with much acrimony “ The decaaence 
of the Democratic party in Philadelphia and 
the méans to be employed for its restoration 
to influence and power,” or, in other words, 
the best means for ousting Randall. The 
dissatisfaction of the Democratic battalion 
appears to be mainly in regard to Mr. Ran- 
dall’s distribution of the local spoils, but 
one of the speakers accused Randall of per- 
verting the principles of the party~—a senti- 
ment which was greeted with applause and 
cries of Turn Randall out.“ Some talk was 
indulged in in regard to running an inde 
pendent Democratic candidate and attempt- 
ing to defeat Randall at the polis; but as the 
bounty monopolists of Philadelphia are all in 
favor of his return and a special district has 
been whittled out for him, the really inter- 
esting question is as to how the Democracy 
propose to sit down on Randall” after he 
makes his appearance as.a duly-elected mem- 
ber of the next Congress. 

For three years Randall has stood in the 
Way and prevented the redemption of the 
pledge made by the last Democratic National 
Convention to “ revise the tariff in a spirit of 
fairness.” If the same obstructionist tactics 
are pursued succéssfully nest winter the 


party must go before the country in 1888 car- 


rying the burden of a campaign pledge left 
over from 1884 without a pretense of fulfill 
ment, although the Democracy has been in 
uninterrupted control of the branch of Con- 
gress in Which tariff bills must originate. 
Conceding the partisan desirability and even 
necessity of squslehing Randall,” how is 
that interesting performance to be atcom- 
plished? Randall is experienced; shrewd, 
foxy—the oldest member of the House 
next to Kelley in point of continuous 
service—and has repeatedly demonstrated 
his ability to lead the blundering 
Democratic majority by the nose or set its 
individual members by the ears at will 
What is the prospect before him in the next 
Congress! What will he do in the new House 
with most of the ola leaders retired, a great 
infusion of green, inexperienced Bourbon 
Congressmen, and a Democratic majority of 
only eighteen? Twenty-eight of the Cnair- 
men of last year’s committees will not appear 
in the next House, twenty-four having been 
beaten for renomination and four defea 

at the polls. One hundred and fifty-two 
committee places will be vacant on the Dem- 
ocratic side. Morrison, Hewitt, Tucker, Ham- 
mond, Geddes, Bragg, and Warner will be 
among the absentees. Speaking of the dif- 
ficulty the Speaker will have in picking out 
competent committees in the new House 
Gen. Boynton says: “To say that he will 
have a tough job is to state the case with 
ethereal mildness.” Will not this untrained, 
incapable, scant Democratic. majority be as 
clay in the hands of Randall? 

If in the Jast House, notwithstanding its 
comparatively superior membership, ability, 
and leadership, Randall could stop the wheels 
and prevent even a vote on the question of 
taking up a tariff bill. what will ne not do 
with the horde of incapable Bourbons in the 
next? Who will bell the cat? The suppression 
of Randall was an interesting question at the 
last session, but at the next it promises to be 
only one for mirth.

JUDGE “JOSH” ALLEN. 

In selecting Josh“ Allen to succeed Judge 
Treat upon the bench of tne United States 
District Court of Southern IIlinois Mr. Cleve- 
land has recognized and rewarded a typical 
Egyptian Bourbon. It is over thirty-three 
years since “Josh,” as he is cailed, became 
the Hon. W. J. Allen, and he has never once 
wavered in his Democracy. When his former 
law partner, Gen. Logan, resigned his seat in 
Congress to take up arms in defense of his 
country Allen was elected to succeed him. 
From 1862 to 1865, the crisis of the Nation, he 
held that position, never failing to afford the 
enemies of the Nation all the aid im his 
power. Less conspicuous than Vallandi- 
gham, Pendleton, Wood, and Hendricks, he 
always stood with them in opposition to war 
measures. He was a Copperhead of the most 
virulent sort from first to last.

He is just the kind of men the present Ad- 
ministration most delights to honor. But 
there is something peculiarly indecent in the 
attempt which is being made to excuse the 
choice on the score of Gen. Logan’s friend- 
ship. It is probably true that the personal 
relations of good-fellowship between them 
were never broken off.

Hardly a Republican has been 
left in or put in, except as the law required 
the representation of both parties. And 
when a Republican had to be taken he was 
sure to be selected from the semi-mugwump 
wing.. All this while the mockery of devo- 
tion to the principles of civil-service reform 
has been kept up. It is about time to drop 
the mask. If this is too much to expect it is 
certainly in order to insist that Gen. Logan’s 
name shall not be invoked to sanction a nom- 
ination especially offensive to the loyal ele- 
ment of Gen. Logan’s old home, Southern 
Illinois. 


THE TAXATION OF DEBTORS. 

The local elections in Illinois which were 
not held two weeks earlier occurred yester- 
day, and the General Assembly should now 
settle down to business, giving undivided at- 


tention to legislation. There are about a 


thousand bills pending, only a small per 
cent of which wili ever reach a final vote. In 
all this mountain of proposed legislation one 
measure juts out with special prominence for 
unmitigated badness. We refer to the proposi- 
tion that no note, except it be drawn in favor of 
some bank, shall be collectable at law unless 
indorsed by a Town Assessor as having been 
listed for taxation. The bill embodying this 
provision still sleeps in the House Committee 
on Revenue or a sub-committee of the same, 
but, according to Judge Green, it is ready to 
be reported and is likely to come to the front 
today. No time should be lost in exposing its 
true character. It deeply concerns * parts 
of this great debtor Btate. 

The excuse for putting 5 notes 
deyond the pale of the law—and that is the 
essence of the provision—is that by so doing 
the capitalist will be compelled to pay that 
much more tax, to the proportionate relief of 
the debtor class. If, for example, it is said 
the holder of a note for $100 is obliged to pay 
atax of $2 on the same thé owner of the 
property behind the note—as the substance is 
behind the shadow—will have that much less 
tax to pay, and the burden of taxation will 
be more equitably distributed. This, we say, 
is the argument adduced in support of the 
proposition, and it is the only one. Let us 
see how it would work. 

Every note is given either for a loan of 
money or in payment for property. It is in 
any event a promise to pay a certain amount 
of money at a specified time. In every case 
it is optional with the person in whose favor 
the note is drawn whether to accept it or not. 
The option is necessarily and always with 
him. It follows, as arule admitting of noerx- 
ceptions, that he will want the note to be 
collectable at law. As the phrase “for val- 
ue received” is uniformly inserted to 
cover the legal requirements of the 
case, 80, under thie legisiation, the indorse- 
ment of the Assessor, provided it ran beyond 
May 1, would be necessary, and always taken 
into account. That indorsement would cost 
at least 5 per cent of the assessed valuation, 
that valuation being, under a Supreme Court 
decision, at least one-third the real value. 
No borrower or purchaser on note credit 
would be let off with less than 2 per cent 
upou the face value of the note. The exac- 
tion might go much higher on the excuse of 
providing against contingencies. If the As 
sessor should make his valuation agree with 


the face of the note the courts would not in- 


terfere to reduce it. That point has been de- 
cided by the Supreme Court. If to this the 
State Board should add 100 per cent, as it did 
in 1874, or even more, as it did in 1878, on 
some classes of property, no court could 
afford relief. It is conceivable that the tax 
might be 10 per cent, or even more, without 
there being any escape from the payment 
of it. With such liabilities involved the 
giver of the note would be fortunate 
if he were let off with an extra 2 per cent. 
That would be the very least he could rea- 
sonably expect. Nor could any amendment 
be tacked on which could prevent the creditor 
from throwing the burden of this tax upon 
the debtor. It might figure as a “ commis- 
sion,” and the commission business cannot 
be prohibited. It is an integral and neces- 
sary part of general business. 

To insure the defeat of this vicious proposi- 
tion itis only necessary that a majority of 
the members should open their eyes and look 
at it for themselyes without trusting to the 
Green goggles of the committee. No man 
with average common sense can examine 
into the subject without being convinced that 
the taxation of notes would be in effect the 
taxation of debtors instead of creditors. 

RAILROAD RATE WAR IN PROSPECT. 

Some of the Northwestern railroads en- 
gaged in perverting the Inter-State act are 
likely to feel the consequences of their ill- 
advised course before long and find them- 
selves concerned in a cutthroat rate war. 
The Chicago, Burlington & Northern—a cor- 
poration rather conspiewous for its disposi- 
tion to interpret the new. law fairly and lib- 
erally, as shown by its course in respect to 
1,000-mile tickets and other matters—has 
issued formal notice of its intent to cut the 
through-traffic rate from Minneapolis and St. 
Paul which was agreed upon by the North- 
western lines a few weeksago. The Burling- 
ton & Northern finds the tariff too high, a 
serious hindrance to traffic, and thinks it could 
profit much better by a larger volume of busi- 
ness at a reduced rate. This road depends for 
its earnings largely on through traffic ana 
cannot be expected to favor the continuance 
of an obstructive tariff. Its chief competitor, 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul line, has im- 
portant local business to protect,” and threat 
ens to retaliate in another quarter if the Min- 
neapolis through rate is cut. Regarding the 
Burlington & Northern as an offshoot of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, the Milwau- 
kee Road claims that on the Omaha lines the 
conditions are reversed and it can cut rates 
there cent for cent against the parent com- 
pany, which it intends to hold responsible 
for any “disturbance” of the Minneapolis 
business. On the Omaha Branch the Mil- 
waukee Road has comparatively little local 
business, while the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy has a great volume of such trafiic, 
and the first-named line declares, therefore, 
that it will avenge itself in Iowa for every 
cut made against it in Minnesota. 

If at the expiration of the sixty days’ no- 
tice the rates are cut as threatened all the 
Northwestern through lines will be involved 
and a disastrous rate war precipitated. Un- 
der the short-haul rule losses can no longer 
be recouped by excessive charges on inter- 
mediate points, but all rates must go doven 
Th somewhat the same proportion, and hente 
the effect of cutthroat competition will be 
felt at every station along the lines. The 
conditions, however, favor just such a * 
gle, and unless the situation changes great} 
within six weeks it is difficult to see how it 
can be averted. Roads dependent on through 
traffic cannot afford to maintain exorbitant 
tariffs, and lines that insist on so doing must 
give up the business. The prospective de- 
rangement of tariffs and extreme, undue 


just” the tendency of the Inter-State act 
would be to keep them stable. The act dis- 
courageg cutting rates below a normal level 
by making the process of restoration tedious 
and difficult, but at the same time the clause 
requiring ten days’ notice of all advances is 
not calculated to shield exorbitant tariffs 
from the influence of competition. Wher- 
ever a moderate, fair rate is fixed the infiu- 
ence of the law will aid in keeping it stable, but 
all attempts to compel non-pooled competing 
carriers to unite in maintaining unreasona- 
bly high tariffs will surely fail. Railroads

MRE. PARNELL’S DENIAL. 

Mr. Parnell’s denial of all previous knowl- 
edge of the letter published in Monday’s 
London Times, purporting to have been writ- 
ten by him, will be accepted as truthful and 
sincere. The letter bears internal evidences 
that itis a base forgery. It is admitted that 
the body of the letter is not in Mr. Parneil’s 
handwriting. The ianguage is not such as 
would have been dictated by an educated 
public man to a secretary, and the signature 
is on a different page from the letter itself. 
It is in too formal a style to have been ad- 
dressed to a confidant or to a political ally, 

Mr. Parnell is too cautious a man to 

mit himself to the sentiments of the 

epistle. Moreover, as he pointe out, the 
signature is unlike his. 

But, more than all, the sentiments of the 
letter are not those of the Irish leader. As 
he told the British Commons, he has “ suf- 
fered more from that deed [the Phoenix Park 
butchery] than any other man, and Ireland 
has suffered more than any other nation.“ 
Ireland might now be in the enjoyment of 
home rule but for those murders. The crime 
brought on lreland a most drastic coercion 
act and tied the hands of Mr. Gladstone and 
the English Radicais. Despite the denuncia- 
tion of the murderers by Parnell, Dillon, and 
Davitt in a joint proclamation, these leaders 


were themselves denounced in England and 


excited mobs threatened them with death. 


| Mr. Parnell, as he declared Monday night, 


would have stood between the daggers of 
the assasins and Mr. Burke” and sacrificed 
his own life to save bum and Ireland from 
the disgrace and the calamities which the 
crime brought with it. 

The publication of the forgery at this time 
was no doubt intended to justify the Dra 
conian Coercion law proposed by the Tory 
Government and to chill the growing sym- 
pathy of the British people for the unfortu- 
nate people of Ireland. The monster dem- 
Onstrations throughout England and Scot-

The series of arti- 
cles of which the forgery is the culmination 
was prepared at the instance of an associa- 
tion of Anglo-Irish landlords by Arnold 
Forster, the adopted son and heir of the man 
whom the Parnellites drove from the Irish 
Becretaryship, and one Piggot, an ex-Fenian 
editor, how avowedly an agent of the Tories.

EVICTING WESTERN SETTLERS. 

The use of the military in destroying the 
property of the Crow Oreek settlers and 
driving the farmers from their homes is a 
brutal outrage without any shadow of justi- 
fication. These settlers were not in any 
sense interlopers, for they took up their 
claims two years ago in an orderly manner in 
pursuance of a proclamation by President 
Arthur throwing the reservation open and 
inviting all who desired to do soto secure 
homesteads under the law. Cleveland was 
hardly in office before he revoked Arthur's 
proclamation—a high-handed proceeding pre- 
viously unheard of and entirely opposed to 
the proper administration of the Government. 


What had Cleveland to do with the acts and 


decisions of his predecessor! A final ruling 
by the President of the United States is as 
binding as a decision by the Supreme Court, 
and if a succeeding Executive establishes 
different policies he should base them on new 
cases without attempting to annul the acts of 
his predecessor. If Cleveland’s arrogant 
claim of authority is correct he could set 
aside Lincoln’s proélamation of emancipation 
or any similar act by any of his predecessors 
back to the time of Washington. He might 
evict the farmers of lowa, Nebraska, and 
Kansas as easily as those of Dakota. Under 
such an absurd doctrine Cleveland's procia- 
mation might be annuiled by his successor, 
and 80 on without end, and the title to lands 
in the Crow Creek district would according- 
ly depend not on any law or authoritative 
decision, but on the whims of the person. 
acting as Chief Magistrate for the time 
being. 

Mr. Cleveland’s order for the eviction of 
the Crow Creek settlers was issued two years 
ago, and the total failure to enforce it sug- 
gested that on second thought the President 
saw the absurdity of his position and con- 
cluded the best way out of the blunder was 
to allow the whole matter to lapse. That he 
is now driving the settlers out by the use of 
the military can be attributed vnly to bull- 
headed obstinacy. No one can ibly be 
benefited by such a course. The Indians 
have no use for the land, the settlers have 
taken it up in accordance with law, and the 
President can expel them only by usurping 
authority not belonging to him. The whole 
proceeding is a gross outrage, and inexplica- 
bie unless intended to further the schemes of 
New York speculators in Western lands.

Tus fog of mystery that surrounds the 
wheat market in this city is as dense as ever. 
An attempt was made to obtain a 
little light on the subject by intervi 
several of the gentlemen who are supposed to 
know something of the matter, but with only 
moderate success. In its financial aspect the 
market is more interesting than ever. The 
banks of the city which do a Board of Trade 
business are reported to have advanced every 
dollar within the limit of their legal reserve 
that is available from this to the time when 
the May deliveries will be e, at the begin- 
ning of week after next, as much as 6 
per cent is said to nave been vainly offered 
for the use of additional sums to be used in 
meeting those deliveries. But a large part of 
the cash required will be used in paying 
for the 12,000,000 bushels of wheat that is now 
in store here, with as much more as can be 
rushed in by the men who have sold short on 
this market against holdings outside. This 
is especially signi in view of the fact 
that the price of wheat for June is now 1% 
cents below that for May, while the cost of 
storage and insurance through next month 
amounts to another 2 cents per bushel. The 
interest on the use of the money to be em- 
ployed in the operation swells the total to 
fully 4 cents per bushel. It becomes a perti- 
nent question: Why should anybody want 
to borrow money for the purpose of carrying 
wheat through next month when the opera- 
tion will apparently entail a loss of nearly 
$500,000 on the quantity of wheat of the spec- 
ulative grades that isin store in this city?”

THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


A Paper on the Cherokees—Proposition for 
a New Building: 

At the quarterly meeting of the Chicago His- 
torical Society last night William Bross spoke . 
the Cherokee Indians as he saw them durin 
recent visit to their nation.

Vinita, and the Capital of the Nation, and 
said that nowhere did he see a full-blooded In- 
dian.

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EXPLOITS OF NUBAR PASHA, PRIME 
MINISTER OF EGYPT. 


Who Lacks Sufficient Acuteness to Con- 
Seal the Shady Sides of His Character— 
A, Scandalous Career of Deception and 
Crime—A Handsome Man of Winning 
Manners with His Equals, but a Fawning 
Sycophant to His Superiors. 
Cairo Letterto New York Tribune: The 
scandalous pro of the members of 
the Khedive’s Cabinet have reached a climax, 
and, as usual, the least guilty man was made 
to suffer for the sins of his colleagues. Ina 
former letter I descmbed how Mustapha 
Pasha Fehmi, the Minister of the Interior, 
strangled the former Minister of Finance, 
and how his hand still bears the traces of 
a bite inflicted by the dying Pasha when 
struggling for his life. In the present letter 
I propose to show briefly that the past and 
present history of Nubar Pasha, the present

ifies him not only to act as the colleague, but 
even as the chief of the “thug” Minister 
above mentioned. 

Nubar is generally regarded as the most re- 
markable of Oriental statesmen, a perfect 
Bismarck of the Levant. But those who 
have had the opportunity of personally study- 
ing his character day by day will be forced 
to admit that, while there is much cleverness 
and acuteness, there is a want of that po- 
litical sagacity which would enable him to 
conceal the very shady sides of his character. 
He is an Armenian by birth and in his early 
youth held some menial position in the Rus- 
sian Consulate at Smyrna. One of his rela- 
tives, Boghos Bey, being employed in the 
service of the Egyptian Government, young 
Nubar made his to Cairo, and at the age 
of 18 we find bh a singular 
some young man, holding the post of reader 
and secretary to old Mehemet Ali, the Vice- 
roy. During the reign of the saturnine 
Abbas Pasha, who was one of the wickedest 
monsters who have ever di an Ori- 
ental throne Nubar occupied the same post. 
When Abbas was at length assasinated in 
one of his desert palaces by two of the male 
| inmates of his harem, his successor Said,who 

adm Nubar’s cleverness, appointed him 
director of the newly-constructed Egyptian 
Railway. It was while holding this office 
that the important event of Nubar’s life oc- 
cur ohe which has never been satis- 
factorily explained. 

He had become the bosom friend of Prince 
Ismail, the younger brother of Achmet, who 
was heir to the throne. Ismail, who spent 
his time chiefly at Paris, where he was made 
much of at the Tuileries, was as unscrupu- 
lous as he was ambitious, and never ceased 
cursing the fact that he was only a vounger 
brother. In the spring of one of the years 
immediately preceding Said’s death the lat-

The 
Tribunals, which are Nubar’s handiwork 
and about which so much has been written, 
have edi the ruin of the country. Until 
their institution the borrowing powers of 
the natives were limited. Forced sales and 
distraint are expressly prohibited by the 
Koran, and hence the creditor had no means 
of forcing his debtor to liquidate his debt, 
consequently the Greek, Syrian, and Jew 
usurers were very chary about lendin 
money. Now, however, that is changed, 
and the present intense misery of the peas- 
antry is due to the fact that almost all the 
land has passed into the hands of the foreign 
money lenders. By becoming the protected 
subject of France Nubar thus effectively 
placed his property beyond the reach of his 
master, who could not touch any portion of 
it except through the legal process of the In- 
ternational Tribunals. 

It would take too long to relate in detail 
how Nubar, foreseeing that Evrope would de- 
mand an account of the fact that whereas 
$500,000,000 had been borrowed only $200,000,- 
000 had found its way into the National Treas- 
ury at Cairo, determined to save his own 
riches at the expense of his master and bene- 
factor. serene the fact that part of the 
$300,000,000 had remained sticking to his rapa- 
cious fingers, and that every foot of ground, 
every piece of gold, in fact, which he pos- 

„was due to the munificence of his 
master, he joined—nay, actually led the hye 
and cry which was raised inst the latter, 
and which culminated in edive Ismail’s 
being forced to surrender all his estates and 
to abdicate his throne. So much for Arme- 
nian gratitude, the absence of which is pro- 
verbial throughout the East.
